Þ F all the actions wherein we are 
> converſantthroughout thewhole 
Trad of life,none are of ſo great 
conſequenceasthoſe wherein we 
have to doe with the mighty 
God of heaven and earth : And among all 


thoſe none ſo weighty as that wherein wee| | 
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draw neareſt to him,as we dog in this holy Sa- 
crament of the Lords Supper. Andrthereforc, 
nothing concernes us more than that we doc 
not receive it unworthily, becauſe the Lord 
will be ſanctified in thoſe that draw neareſt un- 
to him, that is, either in the holinefle of their 
hearts, or in exccuting his juſt judgement upon 
them : And therefore that at this time, and 0- 
thers alſo, you may not come unprepared to 
the holy Sacrament, we have purpoſely pit- 
ched on theſe words : 

The Cup of bleſiing that we bleſſe ] &c. 

In which ye ſhall finde theſe three parts : 

Firſt, thar in this Sacrament there is a true 
communicating of the body and bloud of 
Chriſt. 

Secondly, the meanes whereby this com- 
munication is made to us, it is the breaking of 
the bread, and by powring out the wine: 7s 
not the breadthat we breake the Communion of the 
body of Chriit ? &c, 

And thirdly, the ſetting apart; or the bleſ- 
ſing, or {andtifying of theſe elements to ſuch a | 
purpoſe, The Cup of 1 which we hleſſe,s it 
not the Communion of the bloud of Chri# ? 

Now for the firſt of theſe, I ſay, inthe Sa- 
crament there is a communication of the very 
body and bloud of Chriſt: The Papiſts afirme 
the lame; bur all the queſtion is, in what man- 
ner there is this communicating of his body 
and bloud, they ſay, corporally that thereis 
Tranſubſtantiation there, we ſay the thing s 
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really done, but it is done fpiritually,it is done 
myſtically, it is done ſacramentally. 

The reaſon of our difference, is, becauſe of 
theſe words of our Saviour, Thi i my body. 
And the Popiſh indeed is ſo (trange an opinion 
that I would not waſte time in confuring of it, 
but that I know there are divers amongſt our 
ſelves that doe willingly leave the Papiſts in 
other points, yet they are held with ſome ſcru- 
ple with this, they know not how to contra- 
dit ſuch plaine words, This «s my body, and 
therefore they cannot be-perſwaded but that 
there is ſomewhat in it more than our Divines 
afirme; and therefore it ſhall not be ncedleſle 
to ſpend alittle rime in ſhewing you the falſe- 
neſle of this opinion : 

Firſt, I would aske this queſtion, whether 

there be neceſſity or no, that there ſhould be 
ſuch a Tranſubſtantiation; for ſurely, if there 
be not neceſſity, if that be but an arbitra 
thing, wee may as well deny it, as they wn 
firme it. - 
Againe, ſuch a monſtraus conceit as this, 
compounded of ſo many ingrediences, of 1 
many ſtrange miracles, the leaſt of which gocs 
beyond the higheſt in all the Scriptures, I ſay, 
is not to be put upon us without neceſhty ; 
themſclves grant, thar,unleſle there be a nece(- 
fity, we have no reaſon to receive it at their 
hands : And therefore we will enquire firſt,and 
ſee what neceſſity there is. 


Firſt, I ſay, there is no ſuch neceſſity that 


a3 there 
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there ſhould be nw ſuch Tranſubſtantiarion, 
any ſuch corporall preſence of Chriſt in the 
Sacrament, neither in regard of the thing, nor 
in regard of the words, This is my body, 

I ſay, ir is not neceſſary in regard of the 


thing, looke toall the ends of the Sacramenr, 
you ſhall finde that you may have all without 
{uch a Tranſubſtantiation. 

Firſt, .if the end of the Sacrament beeto 
bring Chriſt to our remembrance, as himſclfe 
ſaith, that it was his end, Doe this, (ſaith he) «s 
| often as you doe it in remembrance of me : Certain- 
ly, it is not neceſſary that there ſhould be a 
change of bread into his body for that pur- 
pole, becauſe the Sacramentir ſelfe with thoſe 
words inſtituted are enough for his remem- 
brance: And beſides this, the very word, Re- 
member, ſhewes that he is rather abſent than 

elent, for we remember not things preſent, 

ur remembrance is-of things abſent : Beſides, 
che other Sacrament whe Chriſt,and cals 
him to remembrance, where there is no ſuch 
Tranſubſtantiation : and therefore it isnot for 
remembrance that it is needfull char Chriſt 
ſhould be IR preſent. 

Or ſecondly,is it needfull for this,the ſhew- 
ing forth the Lords death till he come ? Surely, 

for this it is not needfull neither,for in preach- 

| - + ſhew forth the Lords death, as the Apo- 
eſaithto the Galathians,Chrift was 0 plainly 
preached, that hee was as good as crucified a- 


———— 
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mongſt them : And therefore it is not needfull 
v8 for

for the ſhewing forth of the Lords death till 
he come : Belades, there is a particle put in 
there, that may helpeus a little, trill he come, 
which preſuppoſerh that he is nor yer here,and 
thereforeir is not neceſſary for that end. 

But againe,is it neceſſary for our union with 
Chriſt, for that is another end of the icra- 
ment, that we may be united to him ; ſurely if 


ight ſeeme ſome neceſſity of it, if we were ſo 
united to Chriſt, as when two boards are clapt 
rogether,where one toucheth another : but you 
know there is no ſuch corporall union, it is ſpi- 
rituall,and not corporall, it is by faith,and not 
by ſenſe * What is the union berweene Chriſt 
and us ? Partly relative, as the union betweene 
the husband and the wife, and you know if the 
husband and the wife be a thouſand miles aſun- 
der there might be ſuch anunion: And partly 
it is reall, a truereall unity, when Chriſts Spi- 
rit dwels inus, which may be done without the 
corporall preſence of Chriſt: And therefore 
certainly it is not needfull forthe - rem. us 
to Chri Racy e this union is = - ,it ,- 
done by faith, by communicating the Spirit 0 
Chriſtin us; andtherefore inthis regard it is 
not nec that there ſhould bea corporall 
preſence inthe Sacrament. 

Laſt of all, is it neceſſary to encreaſe our 
faith, for thor owns is we end of the je 
ment that our faith ma rengthned : Why 
thy, iris nor headhull fox this purpoſe, no, I 


the union were corporall, then indeed there |

ſay, it cannot ſtrengthen faith:, becauſe the 
meanes, you know.1s ſubordinate to the end, it 
is lefſe than the end, whereas the faith that is 

required to beleeve Tranſubſtantiation, is far 
beyond the higheſt pitch of faith expreſſed in 
al Scripture :-I-{ay, it cannot be thar, thar 
{iaÞd be made a meanes to helpe faith, that is 
bc yon@rhe thing that is to be beleeved (marke 
ir) conſtder what it is we are to belceve,we arc 
to bclecve that Chriſt rooke mans nature on 
him for us, that his ſufferings and-crucifying 
bclong unto us, &c. Is it not much cafier to 
| beleeve this, than to bfleeve that a peece of 
bread is turned into the body of Cunrsr?! 
Though you ſee nothing,though you taſte no- 
thing bur bread, I ſay, it is much cafier: Now, 
as we ſay,we muſt not blow a ſparke too much 
for putring it out, now to haye ſuch meanes as 
theſe to helpe faith, that cheriſheth not the 
ſparke of faith, bur blowes it our, it doth nor 
helpe faith, but over-whelmes faith, when the 
meanes uſed to {trengtherare fuch as are be- 
'yond rhething to be ſtrengrhned : Therefore | 
in regard of the thing there is no neceffiry,that 

there ſhould bee any corporall preſence of 
Chriſt in __ — let us coniee 
whether thcre be any in the | 
words, This is my body : ould Shoe not any | 
necefſiry here,for the words may have another | 
meaning, This « my body; thar is, this is the fi- |. 
gure of my body, or this is the Sacrament of 

my body, and therefore it is not neceſſary, ſpe-

cially ſeeing it is ſo frequent with Scripture to 
uſe metaphors in this kinde, I need not name 
them to you,you know Chriſt is called a Rock, 
he is ſaid to be a Lambe, to bea Lion,and in an- 
other caſe Iudas is ſaid to be a Devill, the Seed 
is ſaid to be the Word, nothing more frequent, 
Chriſtis ſaidto be a Yine : I nced not give you 
more inſtances : Herod, Chriſt cals him Fox - 
The meaning of all this is, that they are types 
and fignes, like ſuch and ſuch-things. Bur yer 
it is the manner of the Scripmees Iheech, and 
therefore it is not of neceflity that thoſe words 
ſhould beſo taken, for words are like cloaths 
that may fit more backes than the owners ; the 
words may agree to ſomewhat elſe,there isnot 
a word dy an it may agreeto divers things: 
Body, it ſignifies divers bodies : the word, Th, 
ſignifies as many things as you point to: and 
therefore there is no neceffity that they ſhould 
ſignifie a corporall preſence of Chriſt. 

Bur you will obje&,I,bur in a matter of this 
moment, as the Sacrament, the Lord ſpeakes 
diſtinly and expreſly, there he uſeth no mera- 
phor, though in other caſes hedoe. 

Tothis I anſwer briefly, it is ſo farre from 
being true, that he uſcth them nor inthe Sacra- 
ment,that therearenone of all the Sacraments, 
bur ir is uſed. In the Sacrament of Circumci- 
fion, This the Covenant, &c. In the Sacrament 
of the Paſſeover (which were the Sacraments 
of the old Law) the Lambe is the Paſleover, in 


this very Sacrament: To goeno further forin- 
ſtances, 
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ſtances, take but the ſecond part of it, This &| . 
the Cup of the new Teitament in my bloud, where 
you ſhall finde two types and figures, this Cup, 
taken for this Wine ; This is the Cup of the new 
Teſtament, that is, the Sacrament of the new 
Teſtament : And therefore we fee, there is no 
neceſlity in regard of the words: And there 
is no neceflity t1nce with a little buckling and 
ſwarving, Thrs i my body, that is, this is the fi- 
gure of my body, we may have a convenient 
ſenſe, why ſhould we faine ſucha monſtrous 
___—_ bread is turned into the very body 
of Chriſt, and the wine into the very bloud * 
What needs ſuch a monſtrous fetch as this, to 
helpe the words to a meaning * What need or” 
neceſſity is therethat they ſhould be ſo inter- 
preted 5 And therefore we ſee in the firſt place 
that there is no neceſſity, and if there beno ne- 
ceſlity, it isnot to be put upon us, for if thatbe 
an + 4 hn thing, we may aſwell deny ir. 
Secondly, as there is not neceſſitie, ſothere 
is not poſſbilitic, (though it were poſhble ) 
they would not get much, for there are many 
things that are poſſible that are not done”: Bur 
it isnot poſlible,if it were poſſible,then it muſt 
ſtand with the power of God: But the power 
of God is not uſed, but where the glory and 
wiſdome of God goe before, for it is the har- 
binger of his glory and wiſdome, The power 
of God is not uſed, bur if it be for his honour, 
therefore it is ſaid, God cannot lye, becauſe it is 
not for his honour, and he cannot and 
c, 
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ſelfe, becauſe it is notfor his wiſdome and his 
glory : Now I ſay fincethis is not fortheglory 
of God ( for it is againſt his glory thatthere 
ſhould be ſuch a converſion of thebread into 
the body of Chriſt, and it is againſt his wiſe- 
dome: And if it be againſt rhele, then certain- 
ly, the power of God mult not be called to it : 
Now, I ſay, it is againſt his glory, becauſe 
whenſoever the Lord appeared, he appeared 
alway inglory,though ſomerimes he appeared 
as a man, yetthere was ſuch a majeſtic that 
cauſed themro tremble that beheld him : Shall 
welce God and live © Youſce when he appea- 
red to Elias,' what majeſtic he came in © what 
harbengers he ſent before him, the Wind that 
rent the Rackes, and a Fire, &c. 

Bur, you will ſay Chriſt humbled himſelfe 
to death as a man, therefore he doth nor al- 
wayes appeare in glory. 

Ir is rrue, and that was the loweſt degree of 
Humiliation; and yet when he appeared as man, 
there was ſome ſparke of his Divinitie appea- 
red there: Bur that Chriſt ſhould appeare inthe 
likeneſſe of a peece of bread that thou mayeſt 
put in thine owne mouth, ſurely this is a mon- 
ſtrous thing, ir is _ the glory of God. 
Doe you thinke, if Chriſt ſhould come downe 
upon the carth, after his Aſcention, and exhi- 
bire himſelfe ro be worſhi amongſt us, 
that he would preſent himſelfe in the forme of 
a peece of bread * Iris impofible,it is not for 
his glory, andif it be not for his glory, then 


certainly | 
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 ſibly expoſed to ſenſe, helpe more than ſuch 
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certainely the power of God muſt not bee 
brought downe forthe working ofit.' And as 
it is againſt his glory, ſo it is againſt his wiſ- 
dome, for the Lord doth nothing tonopur- 
poſe, hee doth nothing in vaine, hee never 
wrought miracles when they might be ſpared, 
where the thing might. be done without a mi- 
racle. Since this might be done without a mi- 
racle, all that we have by Chriſt, all that is re- 
preſented inthe Sacrament, whar neceſſity is 
there * and it there be noneceſlity, it beſeemes 
not the wiſedome of God to docit: Againe, 
would not the ſmalleſt miracle, really and vi- 


a miracle as this : Beſides all this, I ſay, it isnot 
poſſible (make your owne ſenſes judges) you 
{ce nothing bur bread ; now this is a ſure rule, 
that of all demonſtrations of reaſon that we 
have to prove things, nothing is ſo firme as 
that which is taken from ſenſe: to prove the 
fireis hot,we feeleit hot,or honey to be ſweer, 
when wetaſte it to be ſweet : There is no rea- 
ſon inthe world makes it ſo firme as fenſe: As 
itis true in theſe caſes, fo it is an undoubred 
truth in Divinity, that in all matters of ſenſe, 
ſenſe is a comperent judge : Indeed, if it be a 
matter of rea{on;there ſenſe is not able tojudge, 
theeyeis able ro judge of his owne ſenſe, of 
ſounds it cannot judge; bur, I ſay,objects pro- 
per to ſenſe, peculiar ro ſenſe, in theſe ſenſe is a 
competent judge : And therefore Chriſt him- 
ſelfe, in this very: buſineſſe, when he would

prove thar he had a true bodice, he ſends them 
to-theirſenſes, A prrit hath not fleſh and bloud as 
you ſee me have - And Thomas he bids, Put thy 
hand into my ſide and feele, &c, He ſends them 
totheirſenſes: Looke thorow the Scriptures, 


not a competent judge according to that part 
of the miracle that concernes the ſenſe ; would 

ou not thinke it ſtrangey” if Chriſt ſhould 

ave comerto the maſter of the feaſt, when he 
wrought the miracle, and have ſaid, Sir, you 
muſt belceve that this is wine, though you ſee 
nothing, though you taſte nothing but water, 
yer you muſt belceve thar it is turned into wine; 
And if GoÞ ſhould have ſaid unto Moſes, 
Though you ſcenothing bur a Rod, thou muſt 


beene 'no change indeed , and ſuch as ſenſe 
might ſee, we would think it a ridiculous thing, 


and ſee if there be one miracle there,if (enſe be 


beleeve it is turned into a Serpent: If there had | 


and next dooreto an lmpoſture: Andtherefore | 
cerainly in matters of ſenſe, ſenſe is a compe- | 
tent jadge; and therefore when all the ſcaſcs 
tell us that it is bread when we taſte, when the | 
eye andrhe rouch, when every thing makes it | 
evident that ir is bread, why ſhould wee ſay 
there is any thing clfe but bread. 
Beſides,if we will adde to ſenſe, reaſon it is

| I would aske whether it nouriſh the body or 
| no; they muſt needs anſwer no, it they follow 
| their principles, becauſe the body of Chriſt is 
| Not there, they ſay it is removed as ſoone as 
| the bread is deſtroyed, when it begins to turne 
| into fleſh, it loſeth rheſe accidents; well, the 
| bread returnes not againe, there is nothing bur 
| accidents of the bread,and yet certainly it doth 
| nouriſh; forir is reported by credible Authors, 

that ſome have beene ſo holy, that they would 
| feed upon nothing elſe but the Exchariſt, tor a 
| Prieſt may conſecrate a Cellar of wine; and as 
; much bread as he will;and may feed upon this, 
' and with theſe he may be nouriſhed, and yer 
| there 1s nothing but accidents of bread: In a 
; word,the Schooles that traverſe this ſo accutc- 
ly, are not fſarisfhed at all inthis, bur they leave 
it as a wonder,as athing that cannot be ex- 


ſenſe, 
But, you will ſay, faith js beyond ſenſe and 
reaſon, it is true, it is beyond both,but at is not 


plaincd: So it is againſt reaſon, as it is againſt | 


contrary to both; faith teacherh norhing con- | 
| trary' 
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trary to Teaſon, for ſenſe and reaſon are Gods 
workes as well as grace, now one worke of 
God doth nor deſtroy-another, if they ſhould, 
there muſt be an imperfection in the worke- 
man, and therefore grace and faith contrary 
not ſenſe and reaſon;indeed it elevateth reaſon, 
and makes it higher, it makes it ſee furtherthan 
| reaſon conld, ir is contrary indeed to corrupt 
reaſon, but to reaſon that is right reaſon, it is 
not contrary, only it raiſeth it higher : And 
therefore faith tcacheth nothing contrary to 


ſenſe and reaſon. 
Burt beſides theſe, if we ſhew them Scripture 


we lay it is againſt ſenſe and reaſon, lay they, 
[the Scriptures affirme it,if ir do we will yeeld. 

Let us examine the words if the Scripture af- 
firme it: Yes, ſay rhey, the Scripture ſaith, 
This is my body, they are Chriſts words zbur if 
the Scriptures ſay ſo, yer the Scriprure faith 
no where,that that bread isturned intothe bo- 
die, that no where ſaith, that there is ſuch a 
Tranſubſtantiation, onely thoſe words uſed, 
which, as you heard, may have a retaphori- 
call, tropicall, figurative ſenſe : But beſides 
this, what if the Scripture ſay the _— 
you ſhall finde this in the next Chapret five 
times called Bread, and after it is conſecrated 
r00, as the Apoſtle ſaith, The Cup of Bleſing 
| that we bleſſe,and the bread that we breake : After 
he had bleſſed the bread, then he tooke it, and 
after hce had tooke it, then hee brake ir, hee 
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roo, what will they have then to . ? when | 


thus 
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thus'tooke that which. is called Bread, 
Againe, they __ body of Chriſt is not 
broken, bur thar is broken, which is alwayes 
afterthe words of Conſecrartion, bur it is the 
bread that we breake. 
Againe; if ir could be underſtood other- 
wiſe, you ſee what a Tautologic would bein 
the words, The Bread that wee breake, it is the 
Communion of the body of Chriſt ; if the meani 
was, that it 15 the body, here the words mul 
be thus rendred; The body that we breake, is 
itnot the communion of the body * But,I ſay, 
five times you ſhall finde it in this next Chap- 
ter, that it is Bread. after the words of Cond: - 
cration ; and you know it is (aid to be Wine : 
Chriſt ſaith, he will not drinke of the fruit of the 
Vinegby which he meanes the very wine which 
was before in the Sacrament : and therefore 
certainly they finde nothing that affirmes ir. 
Beſides, if it were the meaning of Chriſt, 
This is my body,what is the reaſon the Diſciples 
never asked any queſtion about.it 4 Whar is 
the reaſon the Fathers, that followed in the 
firſt rimes,fpake not of ſuch a thing : I neednot 
trouble you with that. Now you ſhall finde all 
along from the firſt, that the Fathers make no 
ſuch mention of that;but not to ſtand to-preſle 
this further, becauſe I ſee the time palſerh,and | 
this thing I intend not to ſtand 6n-: Youſce 
therefore the falleneſle of this opinion, thar 
this Communion of the bloud 0 ſt; and 
of the body of Chriſt, ſhould be 
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reall corporall Tranſubſtantiation. But what 
isirthen* We are to diſtinguiſh betweene che 
inward and the outward ation, there need no 
more but that with the outward action, with 
the mouth of the body, we take the bread and 
wine; and with the inward aQtion, that is, by 
faith wee take the very body and bloud of 
Chriſt; theſe we diſtinguiſh, theſe they con- 
found : Bur, I ſay, we agree ia the rang, we 
ſay Chriſt is communicated to us in the Sacra- 
ment, as truly and really as they, only there is 
difference in the manner, we ſay it is ſpiritual- 
ly, they ſay it is corporally.

N This Sacrament is nothing elſe, bur the 
Seale of the Goſpell of the new Covenaar ; 
andir is indeed w—_ elſe, bur a viſible Go- 
ſpell; for what is the Goſpell * the Goſpell is 
bur an offer of Chriſt,to all that will take hum, 
for remiſſion of ſinnes ; now the fame thing 
which the Goſpell preacheth tothe care, the 
ſame the Sacrament preacheth to the eye, that 
is, inthe Sacrament there is an ofter of Chriſt 
to us, Takeand eat, that is, rake Chriſt, whoſe 
body was broken, and whoſe bloud was —_ ou, 
take him for remiſſion of finnes: I ſay the ſame 
is done, only the Goſpel! preſents it to us un- | 
der audible words, and the Sacrament preſents 
it to us under viſible ſignes: thus is all the dif-

ference: If we would know what the Sacra- 
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ment is, conſider what the Goſpell is, and the 
Covenanr,and you ſhall know what this is, for 
it is but a Seale, but a memoriall of che Goſpel;

in Adam, he tooke a reſolution in himſelfe to

them : Now this muſt be manuteſted to men, 
therefore he ſends his meſſengers to declare to 
the ſonnes of men, to let them know their 
eſtate by nature, and to tell them that he hath

give them ticle tothe kingdome,tromrhehope

bey him, and turne from all your evill wayes, 
you mult be his,as he is yours: now whenthis 
covenant andagreement is made betweenc us, 
he puts his eto it, this Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper : As lacoband Laban,when they 
had made an agreemeat one with another,thar 
they ſhould nothurr one another, they picched 
ſtones upon an heape, This ſhall be « witneſſe be- 
tweene ws, that is, if cither of us breake the bar- 

aine, let this heape witneſſe thar there was 


uch a eovenant made: And as God himlelfe | 
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did, when he made a covenant with Noh, that 
the waters ſhould no more overflowthecarth, 
his bow in the clouds, and that was a | 
e,that when I ſee the Bow in the cloud, 
ifT goe about todrowne the carth againe with 
water, let this witneſle againſt me: So in the 
Paſſeover, when he made a promiſe that the 
deſtroying _ ſhould ſpare them, he com- 
| mands them rhat they ſhould ſprinkle the 
doore-checkes with bloud, that when he ſees 
the bloud, that witneſſe might ſecure them, 
that the Lord would remember what he had 
promiſed when hee had feene that : And as 
among men,when a man conveyeseither lands 
or money, to another man, they uſe to con- 
firme the bargaine with ſcales or with ſome 
ligne or memoriall, that when they forget the 
bargaine, or deny it, or goe abour to breake ir,

And the Popith indeed is ſo (trange an opinion 
that I would not waſte time in confuring of it, 
bur that I know there arc divers amongſt our 
ſelves that doe willingly leave the Papiſts in 
other points, yet they arc held with ſome ſcru- 
ple wich this, they know not how to contra- 
dict ſuch plaine words, This is my body, and 
theretore they cannot be perſwaded but that 
there is ſomewhat in it more than our Divines 
athrme; and therefore it ſhall not be ncedlelle 
to ſpend alittle rime in ſhewing you the tallc- 
nefle of this opinion: 

Firſt, I would aske this queſtion, whether 
there be neccflity or no, that there thould be 
{ach a Tranſubſtantiarion; for ſurcly, if there 
be not neceflity, it that be bur an arbitrary 
thing, wee may as well deny ir, as they at- 
hiume 1, 

Againe, ſuch a monſtrous conceit as this, | 
comnounded of ſo many ingredienccs, of {0 
m2ny ſtrange miracles, the leaſt of which goes | 
beyond the higheſt in all the Scriptures, I tay, | 
iS not to be put upon us without neceſſity ; | 
themſclves grant, thar,unletle there be a necel- } 
lity, we have no reaſon to receive it ar their | 
hands: And therefore we will cnquire firit,and 
[ce what neceſſity there 1s. 

Firſt, I ſay, there is no tuch necefliry that 

Axa? there | 
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really done, bur it is done ſpiritually,it is done | $» x 1. 
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there ſhould be any ſuch Tranſubſtantiarion, 
any ſuch corporall preſence of Chriſt in the 
Sacrament, ncither in regard of the thing, nor 
in regard of the words, This is my body, 

I ſay, it is not neceſſary in regard of the 
thing, looke toall the ends of the Sacramenr, 
vou thall inde that you may have all without 
tuch a Tranſubſtantiation. 

Firſt, if the end of the Sacrament bee to 
bring Chriſt to our remembrance, as himlſeclfe 
ſaith, rhat it was his end, Doe this, (ſaith he) as 
of ten as you doe it gn remembrance of me : certain- 
ly, it 1s not neceſſary that there ſhould be a 
change of bread into his body for that pur- 
pole, becauſe the Sacramentir ſelfe with thoſe 
words inſtituted are enough for his remem- 
brance: And belides this, the very word, Re- 
member, ſhewes that he is rather abſcnt than 

relenr, for we remember not things preſent, 
2 remembrance is of things abſent : Beſides, 
the other Sacrament repreſents Chriſt,and cals 
him ro remembrance, where there is no ſuch 
Tranſubſtanriation : and therefore it isnot for 
remembrance that it is needfull that Chriſt 
ſhould be corporally preſent. 

Or ſecondly,is it needfull for this,the ſhew- 
ing forth the Lords death till he come ? Surely, 
for this it is not needfull neither, for in —_— 
ing we ſhew forth the Lords death, as the Apo- 


 ſtle ſaith to the Galathians,Chritt was (0 plainly 


preached, that hee was as good as crucitied a- 
mongſt them : And theretore it is not needfull

But againe,is it neceſſary for our union with 
Chriſt, for that is another end of the Sacra- 
ment, that we may be united to him ; ſurely if 
the union were corporall, then indeed there 
might ſceme ſome neceſſity of it, if we were ſo 
united to Chriſt, as when two boards are clapt 
:ogther, where one toucheth another : but you 
know there is no ſuch corporall union,it is ſpi- 
rituall,and not corporall, it is by faith,and not 
by ſenſe £ What is the union betweene Chriſt 
and us ? Partly relative, as the union betweene 
the husband and the wife, and you know if the 
husband and the wife be a thouſand miles aſun- 
der there might be ſuch anunion: And partly

belong unto us, &c. Is it not much caſficr ro 
| beleeve this, than to belceve that a peece of 
bread is turned into the body of Curr sr 
Though you ſee nothing,though youraſte no- 
thing but bread, I ſay, it is much eaſier : Now, 
as we (ay,we muſt not blow a ſparke too much 
for putting it out, now to have ſuch meanes as 
thele to helpe faith, that cheriſheth nor the 
ſparke of faith, but þlowes it our, it doth not 
helpe faith, but over-whelmes faith, when the 
meanes uſed to ftrengthen are ſuch as are be- 
yond the thing to be ſtrengrthned : Therefore 
in regard of the thing there is no neceſſity, that 
there ſhould bee any corporall preſence of 
Chriſt inthe Sacrament. Bur ler us conſider 
whether there be any neceſſity in regard of the

is ſaid to be the Word, nothing more frequent, 
Chriſtis ſaidto be a Yine : I need not give you 
more inſtances : Herod, Chriſt cals him Fox . 
| The meaning of all this is, that they arerypes 
| and ſignes, like ſuch and ſuch things. Bur yet 
it is the manner of the Scriptures ſpeech, and 
thercfore it is not of neceſſity that thoſe words 
ſhould beſo raken, for words are like cloarhs ; 
that may fit more backes than the owners ; the | 
words may agree to ſomewhat clſe,there isnort 
a word here, = it may agree to divers things: 
Body ,it ſignifies divers bodics : the word, The, 
ſignifies as many things as you point to: and | 
therefore there is no neceſſity that they ſhould 
ſignifie a corporall preſence of Chrilt. 

But you will obj<&,1I,but in a matter of this 
moment, as the Sacrament, the Lord ſpeakes 
diſtintly and expreſly, there he uſeth no mera- 
phor, though in other caſes hedoe. 

TothisI anſwer briefly, it is ſo farre from 
being true, that he uſcth them nor in the Sacra- 
ment,that there arenone of all the Sacraments, 
bur ir is uſed, In the Sacrament of Circumci- | 
fon, Thus the Covenant, &c. In the Sacrament 
of the Paſſeover (which were the Sacraments 
of the old Law) the Lambe is the Paſſeover, in | 
this very Sacrament: To goeno further torin- | | 

k ſtances, \ 
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ſtances, take but the ſecond part of it, This is 
the Cup of the new Teitament in my bloud, where 
you ſhall finde two types and figures, this Cup, 
taken for this Wine ; Thi is the Cup of the new 
Teſtament, that is, the Sacrament ot the ney 
Teſtament : And therefore we lee, there is no 
effity in regard of the words : And there 
| isno neceſſity tince with a little buckling and 
ſwarving, Thes is my body, that is, this is the fi- 
gure of my body, we may have a convenicat 
ſenſe, why ſhould we faine ſucha monſtrous 
thing that bread is rurned into the very body 
of Chriſt, and the wine into the very bloud ? 
| Whar needs ſuch a monſtrous fetch as this, to 
; helpethe words to a meaning 7 What need or 
; neceſſity is therethat they ſhould be ſo inter- 
preted * And therefore we ſee in the firſt place 
thar there is no neceſſity, and if there beno ne- 
ceſlity, it 1snot to be put upon us, tor if that be 
an arbitrary thing, we may aſwell deny ir. 
Secondly, as there is not neceſſitie, ſothere 
is not poſſibllitte, (though it were poſſible ) 
they would nor get much, for there are many 
things that are poſſtble tharare not done : Bur 
| it i5not poſlible,if it were poſſible, then it muſt 
| ſtand with the power of God: But the power 
| of God is not uſed, but where the glory and } 
wiſdome of God goebetore, for it is the har- 
binger of his glory and wiſdome. The pawer 
of God is not uſed, bur it it be for his honour, | - 
therefore it is ſaid, God cannot lye, beeaule it is 
' not for his honow, andhe cannot deny bhum- 
| ſclfe, 
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ſelfe, becauſe it is not for his wiſdome and his 
glory : Now I ſay {incethis is not fortheglory 
of God ( for it is againſt his glory thatthere 
ſhould be ſuch a converſion of the bread into 
the body of Chriſt, and it is againſt his wiſe- 
dome: And if ir be againſt thele, then certain- | 
ly, thepower of God mult not be called to it : 
Now, I ſay, it is againſt his glory, becauſe 
whenſoever the Lord appeared, he appeared 
alway in glory,though ſometimes he appeared 
as a man, yetthere was ſuch a majcſtic that 
cauſed them to tremble that beheld him : Shall 
welce Godandlive * Youlſce when he appea- 
red to Elias, what majeſtic he came in * whar 


harbengers he ſent before him, the Wind that 
rent the Rockes, and a Fire, &c. 

Bur, you will ſay Chriſt humbled himſelfe 
to dcath as a man, therefore he doth nor al- 
wayes apPcarc 1n 


glogy- | 
Ir is true, and that was the loweſt degree of 


Humiliation; and yct whenhe appeared as man, 
there was ſome ſparke of his Divinitic appea- 
red there: But that Chriſt ſhould appeare inthe 
likeneſſe of a peece of bread that thou mayeſt 
put in thine owne mouth, ſurely this is a mon- 
{trous thing, it is againſt the glory of God, 
Doe you thinke, if Ghriſ dcome downe 
upon the carth, after his Aſcention, and exhi- 
bire himſelfe ro be worſhipped amongſt us, 
that he would preſent himfeli e in the forme of 
a peece of bread © Iris impoflible,it is not for 
his glory, andit i« be not for his glory, then 


certainly 
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certainely the power of God muſt not bee 

brought downe forthe working of it. And as 
' it is againlt his glory, ſo it is againſt his wiſ- 
dome, for the Lord doth nothing to no pur- 
poſc, hee doth nothing in vaine, hee never 
wrought miracles when they might be ſpared, 
where the thing might be done without a mi- 
\racle. Since this might be done wirhour a mi- 
| racle, all that we have by Chritt, all that is re- 
| preſented inthe Sacrament, what neceſſity is 
| there © andit there be no neceſlity, it beſeemes 
| not the wiſedoine of God to docit: Agaiae, 
| would not the ſmalleſt miracle, really. and vi- 
libly expoſed to ſenſe, helpe more than ſuch 
a miracle as this : Beſides all this,I ſay, it isnot 
poſſible (make your owne ſenles judges) you 
{ce nothing bur _—_ ; now this 1s a ſure rule, 
that of all demonſtrations of reaſon that we 
have to prove things, nothing is ſo ftirme as 
that which is taken from ſenſc: to prove the 
fireis hot,we feele it hot,or honey to be {weet, 
when we taſte it to b2 {weert : There is no rex- 
{on inthe world makes it ſo firme as ſenſe: As 
itis truc in theſe caſes, ſo it is an undoubred 
truth in Divinity, that in all matters of ſenſe, 
| ſenſe is a competent judge : Indeed, if it be a 


| matter of reaſon;there ſenſe isnot ablero judge, 


founds it cannot judge ; but, I ſay,objects pro- 
| per to {enſe, peculiar to ſenſe, in theſe ſenſe is a 
| competent judge : And therefore Chriſt him-

Againd, it it could be underſtood other- 
wiſe, you ſce what a Tautologic would bein 
the words, The Bread that wee breake, it ts the 
Communion of the body of Chriſt ; it the meaning 
was, that it 15 the body, hcre the words mult 
bethus rendred ; The body that we breake, is 
irnot the communion of the body ? Bur,lI ſay, 
five tunes you thall ftinde it in this next Chap- 
ter, that it is Bread after the words of Conſe. 
cration ; and you know it is ſaid to be Wire : 
Chriſt ſaith, hc wil! ot drinke of the fruit of the 
Vinegby w hich he mcancs the very wine which 
Th as be tore in the Sacrament : and theretore 
certainly they finde nothing that afhrmes ir. 

Beſides, if it were the incaning ot Chriſt, 
This is my body,w hat is the reaſon the Diſc iples 
never asked any queſtion about it ? What is 
the reaſon the Fathers, that followed in the 
firſt rimes,ſpake not of ſuch a thing: I neednot 
trouble you with that, Now you ſhall finde all 
along from the firſt, that the Fathers make no 
ſuch mention of chat; but not to ſtand to prelle 
this further, becauſe I ſee thetime paſſeth,and 
this thing 1 intend not to ſtand on : You ſec 
therefore the falſenelle of this opinion, that 
this Communion of the bloud of Chriſt, and 
of the body of Chriſt, ſhould be through any

of Iſrael : What is the meaning of this * but to 
ſhew that the Lord hath an excceding great 
deſire, carneſtly longs ro ſave the ſoulcs of 
men. Indced he ſaith not that he will give cve- 
ry onegrace to come in,bur if he doc, As 7 ive, 
ſaith the Lord, 1 will not his death, that is, I am 
[ready to forgive him : Beſides rhis, conſider 
| what a man 15 ready rodoe, conſider how ten- 
| der-hearted fathers and mothers are to thcir 
| children; if we findeſo much mercy therezcon- 
| Gder how much there is in God; that mercy 
that is in us, is but a dropto the Ocean, it is bur 
a beame, to the fulneſle that is in him : 1f you 
that areevill can give good things to your children, 
how much more att your heavenly Father doc it ? 
Againe, conſider if the Lord were not ready tc 
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ſhew mercy ro you, thar Chriſt ſhould not be 
of noneefte;that is,the bloud of Chriſt ſhould 


would ſcnd his Sonne to ſuffer death, and to 
ſuffer it in vaine 7 and that ſhould be in vainc,if 
he ſhould not be ready to receive men to mcr- 
cie, when they cometo ſeeke it at his hands ; 
befides,if the Lord thould not doe this,no fleſh 
ſhould be ſaved: Pſal.130.1. ſaith the Pſalmiſt 
there, If thou Lord ſhoulde/t marke all that is done 
amiſſe, whocould ſtand ? The meaning is this, if 
the Lord ſhould not be ready todoe this, which 
he hath given ro the Sacrament to confirme, 
namely to forgive finnes, if he ſhould not be 
ready to doe it, it he ſhould mark ſtraitly what 
is done amille, who could ſtand, that is, who 
ſhould be ſaved? Now certainly the Lord hath 
made man for that purpoſe, many ſhall be ſa- 
ved, none were made tor damnation : Beſides, 
there is another argument, There is mercy with 
thee, that thou mighteſt —_— - Feare is taken 
for the worſhip of God, thar is, if the Lord 
ſhould not receive men, none would worſhip 
him, none would ſerve him ; when there isno 
hope, take away all hope, take away all endca- 
vour. If this will not perſwade you, conſider 
what the Lord hath done for others ; how ma- 
ny thouſands of others have had their finnes 
forgiven, and then thinke, had he mercy for 
fach and ſuch, and hath he not mercy enough 
for me? Hath not Chriſt taken thy nature as 
well as theirs ? If all this will not perſwade 


be ſhed in vaine. And doe you thinke the Lord 
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you, conſider how mercitull Chriſt was in the 
daycs of his fleſh,he was cxcceding gentic,cafic 
to be entreated, you ſhall never finde that l1cre 
was any that asked at his hands,but he granted 
it : And thinke you that hes icitc piritull now 
tro mens {oules, than he was to rheir bodics 2 
Doe you thinke that now he 's 10 heaven, he 
hath laid atide his mercituil diſpoſition © No, 
Hebr.g. We have a mercifull Lith Picit that is

Lord lookcs for this at thy hands,thar we tine 
and feele ſuch unfirncfle in ourfelves, the mon 
we arc humbled, the lefle we find in ovr 1elves 
the more ready the Lord is to rcccivc us 
mercy: Beſides, this very unhincfl*, 1 would 
aske thee, but what it is ; Is itrnot hnanc? It al 
finncs be torgivcn, it the pardon be generali, 
then it is comaincd among the reſt, and thall 
not be any impcdunent : And therctore make 
this ule whca you come ro the Sacrament, 
thinke not that God is backward to forgive 
that he will not be as good as his word, ccr- 


hath ſaid, and Gvorne, he will performe, Hea- 
ven and earth ſhall p. iſe away, but his Word ſhall 
not paſſe. This wn. \ is our chicfelt conſolati- 
on, that our faith is nut built upon per{waſtons 
and i imaginations ot our owne, that our =_— 
ſhall be forgiven, bur ir is built upon the ſur 
Word of God: And as Saint Paw  ſaith,Gal.r.

yee that are weary, and heavie laden,8&c. You 
may build upon this ſure Word : Now when 
you pur all theſe together, that the Lord hath 
[aid i it, and pur his ſcaleto it, if he ſhould not 


effect, no fleth ſhould be ſaved, no man would 
worſhip God. Againe, there is nothing can be 
an impediment © us, not of greatnc le, and 
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mulritude of our finnes, nor our relapſe into 
ſin,not our unfitncſſe; Why ſhould we doubr ? 
Bur now this is the Condition on Gods part, 

Then ſee the Condition required on our 
part ; What is that * 

Firſt, it is required that we take the Lord 
leſus Chriſt, for though the Lord give him in 
the Sacrament,though he offer him in the Go- 
ſpell, except we take him he is not ours. If we 
belcevethat one will give us a thouſand pound, 
that makes not a man rich, it he be ready to 
give it,it is the taking that makes us rich: If we 
belceve that there is ſuch a foveraigne Elecua- 
ry thatis able ro heale,that beleceving doth not 
heale, it is the taking of it, if ir be not taken, it 
heales not : And therefore, there is required a 
taking of Chriſt ; So many as received him,1oh.1, 
he gave power to be, &c. So many as reccived 
him. If a Virgin beleeve that ſuch a Suitour is 
willing to take her for his wite, except ſhe take 
him for her husband it is no match. And ſoto 
belcevethat Chriſt is ready to forgive and par- 


| don our finnes, to beleeve that God the Father 


will give Chriſt to you as he hath 3 Tos a Sox 
& given, Eſay 9.6. To belceverhis, except we 
take him, doth not profit, he is not ours till 
then : This raking 1s that which the Scripture 
cals Faith, this is a beleeving in him : if you 
would know what this taking is, it is nothing 
elſe but the very accepting of Chriſt for our 


King,for our Lord and Husband: So that look } 
what it is among men, if you wonld aske what |

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it is for a ſpouſe to take ſuch an one for her 
husband, for a ſervant to take ſuch an one for 
his maſter, for a ſubje&to take ſuch an one for 
his King, it is no morc, bur this,the very a& of 
the will, whereby they confent,and accept ſuch 
an one for their Husband, for thcir Maſter or 
King ; it is the taking of him, and tinis is the ta- 
king of Icſus Chriſt ; I ſay, when we ſhall ac- 
cept him, when we ce God hath given him to 
us, and that he hath given himſeclte, when we 
rake him for our Lord and Maſter, that is the 
very at of the will, whereby we reſolve ro 
make him ours; and reſolve to give up our 
ſelves to him, as he is givento us : That 1s the 
firſt condition thar is required, we mult take 
him; and this the Scripture cals faith. Is this 
all ? No, there is ſomewhat clſ{c required, you 
mult take him in deed, a{well as in will, that is, 
you muſt ſo take him,asto ſcrve him, and only 
him, to turne from all evill wayes, and there- 


fore the pardon runnes ſo, though it be a ge- | 


nerall pardon as there is a generall proclama- 
tion; whatſoever your rcbellions be, ir is no 
matter, for all kinde of rebellions, there is nci- 
ther any fſinne, nor any perſon excepred, but 
then this condition runnes along wath it, you 
muſtrake him for your King : Is that all 2 No, 
you muſt lay downe your armes of rebellion, 
you muſt renounce the Colours and Tents of 
the Enemic,and come in and be ſubjetro him, 
you mult live by his Lawes: And therefore, 
belides raking of himythere is required that we 
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# pup” be ready to obey Chriſt in deed, and nor to 
- - | take Chriſt oncly as a Saviour : Every man is 
ready to rake him as a Prieſt ro ſave them 
from their {1nnes, bur to rake him as a King and 
a Lord,ſo as to be ſubject unro him,hereall the 
world is at a ſtand ; as the young man when he 
came to Chriſt, and he cls him what he muſt 
doc, Goe felt all, &c, He would not take him 
with this conarion ; here every man 15 ready 
rorctulc him: We are willing to follow Chriſt 
thorow fairc way, but not thorow foulc and 
rough way ;z we ar? willing to rake him with a 
Crowne of glory, but not with a Crowne of 
chornes ; we are willing co take the tweer, bur 
notthe ſowre : Bur we muſt know, it we will 
take Chriſt, we muſt likewiſe obcy him, and 
| rake him as an Husband, our will mult be ſub. 
je to his will; we muſt rake him as a Lord, we 
muſt be ſubject to him in all things, we muſt 
keepe his Commandements ; and therctore he 
hath ſo expreſt it, 1f you will ſuffer with him, you 
ſhall reigne with him,not clſc; If youwill obey me, 
and keepe my Commandements, then you ſhall be 
my Diſciples, it you will follow me, and deny 
your ſelves, and take up Jar croſſe, &c. Take up 
my crofle daily. 
Therefore a ſecond Condition is this, which 
the Scripture cals ſometimes repentance and 
converſion to God, ſometime obcdicnce. 
Bur is this all £ No, there is one more rc- 
quired thar we doe all this out of love, for 
when a man is in extremity, when he is driven |
